Report: Some states are making 
progress on learning standards 


Idaho receives good marks 

The Associated Press 


WASHINGTON — Only 17 states, 
including Idaho, now have standards in 
math, sdcncc, sodal studies and English 
that spell out what children should knmv 
and when, the American Federation of 
Teachers said in its annual report Tutsday. 

However, the teachers’ union said 29 
states have dear, spcdfic standards in at 
least three of the core subjects, up from 21 
a year earlier. Writing standards for sodal 
stupes tind English is generally more diffi- 
cult tlian for math or sdcncc because the 
subjects are more politically loaded. 

Sandra Feldman, president of the 
900,000-mcmbcr union, said there had 
been clear progress. “Most states are 
firmly committed to raising their acade- 
mic standards, and many arc making 
good pro^ss,” she said. 

In Idaho, the report said, “all four sub- 
jects arc clear and specific enough to 
Uad to a common core of learning across 
the state.”

If you've thouglit about having a diild, it 
may be time to get busy. Selling a home?

The govern- 
ment is going to nickel and dime you in a 
fmv years.

Chinese immigrants testify 
on Democratic donations 


WASHINGTON — Speaking 
haltingly in Mandarin, two ^sTjmen 
who gave $28,000 in illegal dona- 
tions to the Democrats testified 
Tuesday that they signed checks 
— at tile behest of an associate of 
fund-raiser Yah Lin “Charlie" 
Trie — that unbeknownst to tliem 
ended up in party coffers. 

Yue F. Chu and Xi Ping Wang, 
who received legal immunity in 
exchange for their testimony 
before the Senate Govcmmcmal 
Affairs Committee, detailed how 
one of Trie’s employees, Keshi 
Zahn, reimbursed them from 
Trie’s bank account for their 
checks immediately after they 
tvrotc them. 

The two Chinese immigrant 
were the Qrst donors to testify in 
the foreign-money hearings, wUch 
have hcoj^ from a steady stream 
of bureaucrats, federal agents, 
attorneys and party leaders on the 
pcriphi^ of the scandal. 

Tlicir description of the money- 
laundering scheme, combined 
v/ith testimony ftom an FBI agent 
assigned to the Senate inquiry, 
provided the dearest picture yet 
of the rogue fund-raising shop of 
Trie a onetime Little Rock, 
Ark., restaurateur who tried to 
parlay his friendship with 
President Clinton into internation- 
al business deals. 

FBI agent Jerry Campane, who 
studied Trie's money trail, said 
tJicre was dcar-cut evidence that 
Trie, a U.S. dtizen who was bom 
in Taiwan, used funds wired to 
him from overseas to make 
$220,000 in political contributions 
in his and his wife’s name. 
Campane portrayed Trie as a hus- 
tler and failed businessman whose 
six-figure donadoos were mysteri- 
ously financed from overseas.

Investigators have found that 
the source of much of Trie’s fo^ 
cign money was Ng Lap Seng, also 
known as “Mr. Wu,’’ a wealthy 
Macao-based real estate develop- 
er who wired Trie at least

unclear whether the two men 
were engaged in business ven- 
tures logctlicr, although they did 
hold a joint bank account in 
Washington. 

Using innicacc diorts, Campane 
detailed four transactions in 
whidi a toco] of $72,000 could be 
traced from Ng, a foreigner who is 
not legally able to contribute to 
U.S. campaigns, through Trie to 
the Democratic National 
Commirccc. 

“It seems to me that Mr. Trie 
relied on (Ng's) fordgn wire trans- 
fers to make his coniribudons to 
the DNC," Campane sold. 

What investigators could not 
sliow, however, was whether Ng's 
money originated with the 
Chinese government and was part 
of on aUeged plot to influence U.S. 
dccdons. 

Republican senators aticmpccd 
to establish that connection by 
poindng out that Ng was a mem- 
ber of a Chinese government advi- 
sory commission. But Democrats 
colled it a giant leap of faith to dc 
Ng’s wealth to the Chinese govern- 
ment. 


Campane said investigators 
have been unable to speak with 
Ng to Icam his reasons for traas- 
ferring so mudi money to Trie — 
who is in China and is mulling 
whether to cooperate with con- 
gressional invesdgators. But tJiere 
is evidence thiU Trie helped Ng 
gain access to U.S. officials, 
including a half dozen visits to die 
While House. 

In her testimony, Chu said that 
in one instance, she wrote out two 
checks totaling $20,000 and then 
souglit out another $5,000 from 
Wang because Ng, her husband’s 
boss, needed the money to buy 
Itlm a deket to tlic Wliitc House. 

“All I thought was I svos going to 
help the boss to buy a ticket to 
pass the gate," said Chu, who lives 
across the street from Wang in 
Gaithersburg, Md., and is rdated 
(ohcrbyrnoiringc.

Trie, however, visited the White 
House 23 times, a figure senators 
said raises questions about the 
access ho received in exchange for 
his largess. 

But While House special coun- 
sel Lanny J. Davis said in on inlc^ 
view-that more than half of Trie’s 
White House visits were for sodol 
receptions and most of the visits 
were actually to the Old Executive 
Office Building, not the White

them were with former Clinton 
aide Mark Middleton.

Teacher wants to use 
Scientology books 
to teach reading 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In a 
matter that has raised delicate 
questions of church and state, the 
Los Angeles school di.strict is 
being asked to approve a so- 
called charter school that would 
use reading textbooks written by 
Scientology founder L. Ron 
Hubbard. 

Special education teacher 
Linda Smith, a 20-year member of 
the Church of Scientology, wanes 
to set up a 100-student charter 
school in suburban Tujunga that 
would rely on texts employing 
Hubbard's “study technology.*! 

“These are incredible study 
techniques ... that have nothing 
to do with reli^on," Smith said. 
She said she has used the books 
to teach reading for more than 20 
years “tvith stellar results.” 

Tlie Los Angeles school district 

— the nation’s second-largest, 
with more than 660,000 students 

— h.is 14 diarier scliools. Aimed 
at improving education, they are 
freed from most state or local 
curriculum requirements but are 
still publicly funded. 

Scientology, founded 40 years 
ago by science fiction writer 
Hubbard, teaches that technolo- 
gy can expand the mind and help 
solve human problems. With 8 
million members worldwide, it 
won legal status as a church in 
die United States in 1993, diougii 
critics claim it is a cult or a busi- 
ness. Hubbard died in 1986. 

Ibc diancr school >vould seek 
to help students who have a hard 
time learning. Sdcntology would 
not bo tauglit chore, supporters 
said. 

All this raises strong constitu- 
tional issues for School Board 
member David Tokofsky. 

“We can’t hand public funds 
over lo institutions that arc run- 
ning around the counciy saying 
that they’re a religion and they 
deserve tax-free status," he said 
Monday. 

Tokofsky predicted the board 
will kill the application. Board 
President Julie Korcnstcln said 
staff and legal advice will be 
sought before the board takes up 
the request next month. 

In two of the books geared 
toward students, boy and girl 
characters teach nouns, verbs, 
adjectives and other common 
reading concepts. ITic only Sden- 
lology references arc in the back, 
where teachers and parents arc 
told about Hubbard and his 
views on overcoming “barriers to 
study.” 

Hubbard’s three basic theories 
for overcoming these barriers; 
students should immediately con- 
sult a dictionary when they 
encounter a word they don’t T 
understand; difficult concepts 
should be taught by relating 
them to real life; and students 
should conquer difficult material 
by studying it incrementally.

“This isn’t foolproof. But it's a 
start,” CompuServe spokesman 
Steve Conway said. “Everybody 
is taking a different approach to 
keep kids out of adult matcrioL” 

The Supreme Court last month 
struck down' a law designed to 
keep cyberspace’s seedy side 
away from children. After a meet- 


ing with President Clinton earlier 
this month, computer industry 
representatives announced tliey 
will provide greater access to 
ami-smut software. 

America Online, the largest 
online provider witli more th^ 8 
million customers, docs not have 
any adult material on its service, 
but uses Microsystems’ ratings 
guidelines. ' 

Prodigy, the fourth-largcst 
online service with 1 million cus- 
tomers, said last week it will 
block its own members from 
reaching child pornography. 

CompuServe, with-5.4 million 
customers worldwide, plans to 
move all adult chat rooms, games 
and other materials on its flag- 
ship CSi online service into what 
it calls the Adult Community 
starting Aug. S.

Army study that supptis’is their argument that such mines have done 
more harm 10 U5. war objectives Uian good. 

The Pentagon dismissed die report as focusing on older-iechnolo- 
gy land mines of the sort that the U.S. Army today ascs only on die 
Korean peninsula. Nesver, "smart” mines are meant to dLsalile them- 
selves after a set fxiriod, thus making them less of a threat to ciril- 
ians after a conflict Is ended.

History tour turns tragic when bus crashes 


STONY CREEK, Va. (AP) — A 
bus taking children on a black 
history tour plunged off 
Interstate 95 into a river 
Tuesday, killing a chaperone 
regarded as a grandson of civil 
riglits pioneer Rosa Parks. 

The 34 others aboard were 
injured. 

The bus, part of a Pathway to 
Freedom tour co-sponsored by 
Mrs. Park.s’ civil rights founda- 
tion, went off the road near this 
southern Virginia town ami hur- 
tled down an embankment, 
tiirough trees and into the Sfoot- 
deep Noltowiiy River. 

Most of the injuries were 
minor, and most of the passen- 
gers were able to scramble out, 
tiiough rescuers had to pull out 


three or four people trapped-in 
llic bus, which tipped over on its 
side in the water. The bus was 
cairying 29 youngsters, the driver 
and five diapcroncs. 

TIic cause of die crash was not 
immediately known. 

“Everyone was strong. 
Everyone was helping," said 
Patrida EUis, 56, of Oxford, Ohio, 
a chaperone, “llie young people 
did not cry out or yelL We are a 
family..^c oil have pain because 
we lost a ihember of our family."

Conservationists 
reach mine deal 


BOISE (AP) — An independent 
consultant will study the potcn> 
tial for mine acid pouring into 
the Salmon River under a settle- 
ment between conservationists 
and the Thompson Creek Mine. 

The Bouldcr>Whitc Clouds 
Council and Idaho Conservation 
Lcamic on Tuesday announced a 
settlement in their lawsuit in fed- 
eral court over arid-generating 
pyritc. They sued to block the 
dumping of 186,000 tons of the 
material into a 500-acrc tailings 
pond. 

It requires the Thompson 
Creek Mining Co., to pay $60,000 
for an independent constant, to 
be hired by the Forest Service, 
who will evaluate the long-term 
options to protect the river, liic 
Forest Service must make oil its 
information on the mine avail- 
able to the public. 

And the agency must select a 
long-term acid plan for the 
molybdenum mine, five miles 
away and 2,000 feet above the 
river. 

“The more public scrutiny and 
independent review which this 
mine receives, the better," said 
Lynne Stone of the Boulder coun- 
cil. 


The Forest Service and the 
Bureau of Land Management had 
approved the mine plan to sepa- 
rate pyritc from other tailings 
material at the processing mill 
and then use the so<a]icd clean 
sand to install new drains at the 
base of the tailings dam. 

The pyritc material can oente 
sulfuric arid when mixed with air 
and water. 

Officials at Thompson Creek, 
which ha.s never violated watcp 
quality regulations in 15 years of 
operation and has received an 
environmental award from the 
Idaho Conservation League, dis- 
puted ±c assertion of arid mine 
drainage. 

They contended there tvas only 
a potential for it at the mine, and 
this month launched a program 
to improve the drains at the tail- 
ing pond. 

The settlement allows the sum- 
mer dumping of acid wostes. In 
turn, the Forest Service commits 
to greater public involvement in 
the mine’s long-term future. 

The review will take place in 
an environmental impact state- 
ment, with a draft version issued 
late this year, the conservation- 
ists said.' 


PORTLAND. Ore. (AP) — 
Millions of dollars in electricity is 
being sacrificed as the U5. Aimy 
Corps of En^eers tries to free os 
many as 1,000 salmon and steel- 
head trapped in dark chambers 
beneath Bonneville Dam. 

The fish were trapped when a 
massive buildup of debris blew 
holes in steel grating in the sys- 
tem that supplies water to the 
fish ladder near die dam's second 
powerhouse. Trapped along with 
them are uncounted sturgeon, 
carp, lamprey and squawfish. 

Tribal biologists were pushing 
for an immediate, complete shut- 
dovm of the second powerhouse 
and a draining of the fish ladder 
while the debris is cleaned up, a 
process that the corps says would 
take two months. A decision on 
whether to shut down the power- 
house could come when federal, 
state and tribal fishery managers 
talk Wednesday. 

The second powerhouse, locat- 
ed on the Washington side of the 
Columbia River, produces -100 to 
600 megawatts, enough eJcctrid- 
ty to serve the city of Portland. 
Production already has been 
reduced by 200 megavratts as the 
dam's configuration was altered 
to lure fish away from the dam- 
aged ladder, Bonneville Power 
Administration spokeswoman 
Crystal Ball said. 

TTie curtailment in power gen- 
eration comes despite high 
demand caused by hot weather in 
the West. 

"It is a critical time and the 
demand is up," Ball said. 
“We’ve got really warm weath- 
er. It's hot here and it’s hot in 
California. But our first priority 
i.s the fish.” 

The BPA estimated last week 
that it would lose at least S3 mil- 


lion worth of electricity because 
of the problems at Bonneville. 
The loss could increase signifi- 
cantly depending on what further 
action is taken. Ball said. 

The reservoir behind the dam 
has little storage capacity, so 
water not used in the turbines 
must be sent through the spill- 
ways and potential electricity is 
lost. 

Bob Hcinitli, fisii passage spe- 
cialist for the Columbia Inter- 
Tribal Fish Commission, said 
many of the trapped fish proba- 
bly are stccihcad, some of them 
part of the Snake River run tliat 
is expected to be declared a 
threatened species by the 
National Marine Fisheries 
Service next tveek. 

He and other biologists are 
concerned that anything less 
than a shutdown of the ladder 
and the second powerhouse 
would increase the risk that 
more grates will break in the 
coming weeks. That’s when hun- 
dreds of thousands of fall chi- 
ntwk arc moving upriver, includ- 
ing fish from the endangered 
Snake River run. 

“A lot of people, myself includ- 
ed, are leaning toward saying, 
'Let’s just shut the ladder down 
now, go full tilt, try to get three 
crews out there working 24 hours 
a day,”’ Heinith said. 

He said he believes the cleanup 
could be completed within three 
weeks to a month if the corps is 
willing to provide the necessary 
resources.

; Washington’s irrelevance grows

, Wf Wi a trip to the real 
W W world beyond 
1 (especially the spadous, vigorous 
' and indepOTdent West), Tm 
struck by just how irrelevant this 
dtyhas b^me. 

Tm not merely saying that offi- 
dais on this tight little island 
inside the Beltway aren't in touch 
with what other Americans think • 
and desire. They’re not, but the 
phenomenon goes deepen Gov- 
ernment at the federal level just 
isn't important to people’s lives. 

This is not a bad development; 
it’s a profoundly good one. Its 
cause is twofold: (1) the absence, 
with the fall of the Soviet Union, 
of serious foreign threats, and (2) 
the robust growth of the private 
sector, a rtsult of the restructur- 
ing of business, the explosion in 
technology, freer trade, monetary 
stability and the tax and spending 
restraint of the past ISyears. 

We’ve built a resilient econom- 
ic machine that now provides 
nearly all our materia] needs - 
and, wi± it, the understanding 
that the state can’t give us what 
philosopher Peter Drucker 
“salvation by sodety,” the theme 
of the New Deal. 

Instead, Americans have come 
to recognize that salvation will 
come only from ourselves, our 
_ families, our friends, our rcli^on, 
from art and literature and work 

- and occasionally from state and 
local govemmenc. 

To Woshington politidans, jour- 



nalists, lobbyists and aspiring 
opinion^shapers, this is a deeply 
depressing development No won- 
der we feci so out of it. We are. 

Evidence of the iirdcvancc of 
Washington? It’s all around: 

Public ofndals, in both 
Congre^ and the executive, are 
of a distinctly lower quality than 
in the past. They have less 
breadth of experience, less depth 
and less intelligence. I don't ne<^ 
to name names and embarrass 
anyone. You know it’s true. 
Thera’s no Henry Stimson on the 
scene today, no Scoop Jackson or 
Sam Rayburn. No Wdter 
Uppmann, for that matter. 

If govenunent and its satel- 
lites were more important places 
to be, the best talents would 
flock to them. Some still do, but 
they’re rare. 

In order to have anything (o 
do, Congress and the president 
have had to hijack functions that 
have traditionally (and constitu- 
tionally) been the domain of 
state and local governments. Just 
think of the most important fed- 
eral initiatives of the post few 
years-cducation, law enforce- 
ment, highway building. Usurped 
from the states. Also, an ina^- 
blc 15 percent of the federal bud- 
get consists of “grants to states 
and localities.” Why not simply 
lower federal taxes by 15 per- 


cent, and let state legislators and 
governors moke their own deci- 
sions? 

More than ttvo-thirds of the 
federal budget is “mandatory 
outlays" - mainly Social Security 
and Medicare payments - and 
interest on the national debt. 

Less than 7 percent of GDP goes 
to disaetionory federal spend- 
ing, half for defense. 

Don’t ^ct me wrong. Pd like to 
sec the figure far lower. But, even 
with all their power, federal offi- 
cials can make a claim on only 3 
or 4 percent of the nation’s output 
for domestic programs. The pub- 
lic has no got^ use for more. 

Yes, Americans still rcflcxivciy 
look to Washington whcnthcyYc 
in distress - to baii out banks, for 
instance, or to help flood victims. 
They continue to believe that 
Washington should send th^ 
Sodal Security checks and pay for 
their medical costs in retirement. 

Bur even those assumptions 
an changing. Ac some point 
soon, we’re going to slap our fore- 
heads and say, “Hey, if I could 
just put away the money I give 
the government in payroll taxes, 

I could take care of my own old 
age." No kidding 
The private economy has 
become so strong that the dead 
weight of government -all the 
things it docs to misdirect 
resources and bobble private 
endeavors - is an easily borne 
burden.

Lov^-tech policing aided Cunanan 


I f the Miami Beach Police 
Department had computer 
technology as sophisticated 
os that used in one of the 
town’s trendy restaurants, 
fashion designer Gianni Versace 
I would probably still be alive. 

Andrew Cunanan, believed (o 
have killed Versace, should have 
been captured the week before 
when a pawnbroker routinely 
'passed along information 
Cunanan gave - his name, hotel 
address and a fingerprint - to 
local police. Cunanan was on the 
PBTs most wanted list for four 
ocher murders. 

After evading embormssing 
media questions for a ivcck, the 
Miami ikach police lamely 
explained chat pawnbroker infer- 
motion fonns required by law sic 
in a box until a police clerk enters 
them into the computer system. 

In fairness to the Miami Beach 
cops, the same fatal lapse would 
- have occurred in almost cvety 
police department in the country. 

The FBI shares some of die 
blame. The bureau long ago 
- should have helped locm police to 
' better automate systems designed 
to identify people on (he wanted 
list. After all, it is the FBPs list, 
i; highly glamorized by J. Edgar 
Hoover and his successors as one 
of the bureau’s crime-fitting 
hallmarks. 

In on age when credit caul pur- 
chases ore checked in on instant 
^ by national computer systems and 
'where waiters routinely transmit 
I dinner orders by computer to the 
' chef in the kitchen, law cnforce- 
menc still lags in technology. 

There are several reasons for this. 

' Computerization and tcchnolop- 
cal advances came late to policing 
and ore still primitive in compari- 
son to private industries, which

recognize that failure to be as 
advanced as competitors con put 
them out of business. 

The absence of bottom-line 
pressures, dvil service tenure and 
serving under elected offidols 
who respond to political concerns 
have impeded technological 
research by the police. Police 
leaders, like their elected superi- 
ocs, almost always lack buancss 
experience. This, combined with 
widespread public fear of automa- 
tion, the public’s mistrust of 
authority and a general hcsication 
to allow law enforcement ogcndcs 
to build "secret" data systems, 
combine to chill technological 
advancement in law enforcement. 

The police culture itsi^ worics 
to impede progress. The mystique 
of detectives solving cases by 
interviewing suspects and having 
brilliant flashes of intuition a la 
“NYFD Blue" mokes police agen- 
dcs slow to seek budget allot- 
ments for technology, preferring 


instead to seek money to add 
more officers. It is sexier for polio- 
dons to announce the hiring of 
additional cops than to diampion 
computerized police information 
systems. 

Police leaders arc generally con- 
tent to have 91] systems that allow 
for speedy dispat^ of police vehi- 
dcs. Yet it is relatively inexpen- 
sive to equip patrol officers, pawn- 
brokers and gun dealers with scan- 
ners Uiat can clicck information 
against a database, similar to (he 
technology used supermarket 
cash] crs. There is no reason to rely 
on wrinen forms. The d.nta should 
go online and instantly identify a 
wanted person just as tKisily as a 
merchant is informed of an over- 
drawn credit card. 

Instead of insisting tliat 
American communication compa- 
nies build in keys that would p^- 
mit future cavttdropmng (wire 
caps have tripled during the 
Clinton administration and 90 per- 
cent involve nonviolent crimes). 

(he FBI sliould be suggesting data 
bonks that would enable loi^ 
cops to immediately identify the 
child molesters, mpists, armed 
robbers and killers wfio pose a 
real danger to the public 

Sadly, the current political and 
law enforcement Icadcrsliip is dri- 
ven more by "get tough" rlicioric 
than by rcscoi^ and technology.

Ugandan parliament questions U.S. presence 


KAMPALA, Uganda — Uganda’s government worked hard 
Tuesday to convince la^vmakers that U.S. troops were in die 
African nation solely to train the Ugandan army and would not 
destabilize the region. 

“The whole situation appears like an invading foreign force,” 
insisted Ken Lukyamuzi, one of the skeptical legislators. 

Members of Parliament complained diat the government didn't 
con.<nilt them before last week’s arrival of 60 Green Berets on a 64- 
day mission to train Ugandans in peacekeeping and aid work. 

Another 60 troops, also from die 3rd Special Forces Group based 
in Fort Bragg, N.C, were sent to Senegal on the same mission. 


Japanese bay declared free of mercury 


TOKYO — Once a worldwide symbol of the horrors of industrial 
pollution, Minamata Bay was declared free of mercury Tuesday, 
40 years after contaminated fish from its waters were first blamed 
for deaths and binh defects. 

Kumamoto state Gov. Joji Fukushima declared the bay clean 
and said a huge net that has kept Minamata’s fish in the bay since 
1974 would be lifted. 

“Tliere is no further po.ssibility of damage to die safety of fish 
and sheUfi.sh,” Fukashima said. 

The governor said that for the third year in a row, tests had 
found mercury levels in the bay’s fish were lower dian those per- 
mitted under government .safety standards.

Ruling shows limits of Hong Kong autonomy 


HONG KONG — Hong Kong courts have no standing to oust the 
territory’s unclccted, China-backed legislature, a court ruled 
Tuesday in a case higlilighting the limits of Hong Kong’s autono- 
my under China. 

Since China’s Parliament endorsed creation of the new Hong 
Kong legislature, Hong Kong courts have no authority to chal- 
lenge it, said Patrick Chan, presiding over the three-judge Court 
of Appeals. 

The judgment spared Hong Kong a constitutional crisis but 
rafsed concern among critics of the new legislature. Tliey said it 
set a bad precedent because it accepted the right of China’s 
Parliament to override the Hong Kong courts. 


Iraq increases rice, lentils in August ration 

BAGHDAD, Iraq — Iraqis will receive more rice and lentils in 
their monthly rations under the U.N.-approved oil-for-food pro- 
gram, the government said Tuesday. 

Starting in August, rice rations be increased to 5 1/2 pounds 
from 4 1/2 pounds,,while lentils will be doubled to just over 2 
pounds, according to the official Iraqi News Agency. Both arc key 
staples in the Iraqi diet. 

Iraq has been under U.N. sanctions prohibiting the sale of its oil 
since its August 1990 invasion of Kuwait, whicli set off the Gulf 
War. The U.N. Security Council has said the sanctions will not be 
lifted until Iraq has eliminated its weapons of moss destruction. 


German chancellor reassures flood victims 


BAD FREIENWALDE, Germany — While hundreds of soldiers 
reinforeed a weakened and porous dike, Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
raossured residents along the stvoUen Oder River Tuesday protect- 
ing Germany’s eastern edge from inundation was a “national task.” 
Speaking of solidarity, and referring to “a region hard hie by 
fate over the last 50 years,” Kolil told former East Germans, who 
have supponed him in hvo elections since unification in 1990, that 
they were not alone'. 

"My most important message now is that (cast Germans) feci 
affection and sympathy, not only In words bur in 'doeds,"’ said 
KoW, who interrupted Ills vacation in Austria to tour the flood- 
uuvatened region for a .second time.

SINGAPORE — Secretary of State Madeleine' Albright said 
Tutaday the United States was not warming to Iran’s new more 
moderate government, despite a Clinton- administration decision 
not to block a trans-Iranian gas pipeline. 

“There is no attempt here to change policy,” Albright told 
reporters at a nows conference ending a Southeast Asian trip. “As 
the president has said, and as I have said, we are waiting for some 
actions out of the new Iranian government. ... We have to be care- 
ful not to get olicad of ourselves hero.” 

The U.S. decision not to oppo.se a pipeline to cany natural gas 
nom the former Soviet state of Turkmenistan across Iran to 
Turkey — the first such project since the 1979 Islamic revolution 
« not meant to benefit the Iranian government, Albright insist- 
ed m her first comments on the matter.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) 
— The Yugoslav defense minister 
will be investigated for alleged 
involvement in Bosnian war 
crimes, the first sudi move against 
any top official in Yugoslavia. 

The state prosecutor in' the 
Yugoslav republic of Montenegro 
announced Monday he was inves- 
tigating Defense Minister Pavle 
Bulatovic’s aUeged involvement in 
the arrest and deportation of 
Muslims in the early days of the 
Bosnian, war. 

The decision may have more to 
do with political infighting — 
Bulatovic is a Montenegrin — 
than any moral consideration, but 
it underscores the increasingly 
weakened ability of Yugoslavian 
President Slobodan Milosevic to 
protca war crimes suspects. 

In comments Tuesday to the 
state news agency Tanjug, Bula- 
tovic did not directly deny the 
allegations against him. Instead, 
he denounced the prosecutor, 
Vladimir Susovic, as “an obedient 
apparatchik of a political faction.” 
The U.N. war crimes tribunal in 
die Hague requested the investiga- 
tion, Susovic said in Podgorica, the 
Montenegrin capital. At the tri- 
bunal Tuesday, a spokeswoman 
said Bulatovic had’not been pul> 
lidy indicted. The tribunal often 
keeps indictments secret, however. 

V^en war broke out in Bosnia 
in 1992, some Muslims — particu- 
larly from Serb-held parts of 
Bosnia — fled to Montenegro. At 
the time, there were reports that 
both the refugees and Muslims 
living in Montenegro were round- 
ed up and arrested. 

Many detainees were then 
allegedly deported to Sorb-held 
ports of Bosnia to be either kfiJed 
or exchanged for Serb prisoners 
of war. 

In 1992, Bulatovic was interior 
minister of Montenegro, Serbia’s 
only remaining partner in the 
Yugoslav federation.

Museum in England showcases 
U.S. warplanes of the alliance 


DUXFORD, England (AP) — A 
new museum of U.S. warplanes is 
ready for takeoff, providing shel- 
ter and a showcase for the air- 
craft that were the workhorses of 
the trans-Atlantic alliance. 

Queen Elizabeth II will open 
the American Air Museum in 
Britain at Duxford, 50 miles 
north of London, on Friday. 

“Old aircraft fall to bits if they 
arc not well taken care of. So we 
are helping them to survive by 
making this museum an efficient 
machine," architect Sir Norman 
Foster said at a preview last 
week. 

Duxford, which already has 
141 historic aircraft, is the avia- 
tion branch of the state-run 
Imperial War Museum in 
London. The new Foster building 
houses 21 American oiitTaft that 
flew missions in both' world wars 
and in Korea, Vietnam and the 
Persian Gulf.

But it couldn’t cover construction 
costs. That'll be up to the taxpayers who 
will be asked to vote on a 57 million 
bond issue Tuesday. The bonds would 
cost abnuc $15.50 on a 5100,000 home. 

Passing a bond issue for the event cen- 
ter would make it harder to get new 
schools built in Buhl, school district 
Superintendent Rick Hill said. 

’The school district has no official posi- 
don on the issue, Hill said. But people in 
the community have expressed some 
concerns. 

“We might as well not even talk about 
a (school) bond issue for IS ro 18 years," 
he said. 

During a public hearing Monday 
evening, folks in Costlcford responded 
favorably to the proposal. 

Pitz said he already had heard from 
exhibitors and promoters interested in 
the facility if it is built. 

“A good facility will draw people," he 
said. 

Though some people remain skeptical, 
Pitz is convinced he can book lOO events 
per year and make the fac^ty pay, gen- 
erating revenue through the fall and 
winter months. 

“In this growing community, there’s 
no way this thing’s going to fall flat on its 
face,” Pitz said. 

Tlie building would seat from 2,500 to 
about 8,000 depending on the configura- 
tion. It would accommodate a variety of 
events, induding monster trucks, BMX 
bike racing, ice shows, professional 
wrestling, horse shows, rodeos, sporting 
events, trade shows, concerts and ban- 
qucts'for 1,200 people. 

The 55-foot ceiling would accommo- 
date the Shrine Circus’ aerial aas. 

It makes more sense to build it at the 
fairgrounds because of the other facilities 
already available there, Pitz said - 
besides the county already owns the land. 

Posting the bond issue would require 
two-thirds approval. A county jail ^nd 
will be paid off this summer, so property 
taxes would not change much. 

The facility would benefit everyone in 
the county. It would be available to local 
and nonprofit groups for what it costs to^ 
open the facility. And it would keep’ 
some entenoinment dollars in the coun- 
ty, Pitz said. 

“Basically, we're trying to keep some 
of the Twin Falls County money here 
instead of sending it to Boise or 
Pocatello,” he said.

Outbreak of illnesses blamed on herbicide 


. PROSSER, Wash. (AP) — An 
outbreak of temporary illnesses 
among residents of a rural nci^- 
borhood apparently was caused 
by exposure to a weed-killing 
chemical used by an irrigation 
district, the district's manager 
says. 

Residents of a handful of 
homes on the south side of this 
lower Yakima Valley town expe- 
rienced temporary illnesses last 
week, including symptoms such 
as breathing problems and eye 
irritations. 


The source of the illnesses 
apparently was a concentrated 
dose of acrolein, a chemical 
used to kill aquatic weeds in irri- 
gation canals and as a base for 
laundry and dish-wasKing deter- 
gent, said Jim Trull, manager of 
the Sunnysido Irrigation 
District. 

The district has used the chem- 
ical for 20 years without any 
apparent problems, Trull said 
Monday. A drip tube is used to 
deliver the herbicide into canals 
to kill the weeds growing on the 


bottom. 

“For some reason, it didn’t 
mix right and these people got 
straight doses," Trull said. "I 
don’t know why. It was the 
right chemical for the right 
application." 

An investigation was continu- 
ing, he said. 

Acrolein is a strong-smelling 
liquid that floats on and mixes 
with water. The vapor is highly 
toxic and flammable. 

"Short-term it’s pretty reac- 
tive,” said Dr. Michael Watson, a 


senior toxicologist with the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
in Seattle. “It is a real irritating 
material. But it’s not the kind of 
thing that stays in the body." 

Trull said the district will 
change where it puts in the 
acrolein. Last week, the chemical 
was applied about a half-mile 
east of the affected Prosser 
neighborhood. 

Water that residents drew 
from the canal at the time of last 
week’s outbreak of illnesses also 
killed la^vns and niglit crawlers.

Arizona governor concedes 
financial document mistakes 


PHOENK (AI>) - Facing his 
first full day of prosecution ques- 
tioning in his bank-fraud trial, 
Gov. Fife Symington acknowl- 
edged Tuesday that he made 
numerous mistakes on financial 
statements ho gave to lenders. 

Symington justified liis refusal 
to use appraisers’ estimates of iiis 
projects’ market values on those 
statements, saying he was equal- 
ly qualified as a developer to 
assign his own values — which 
were often dramatically higher 
and helped increase his net 
worth. 

Symington often answered "I 
made a mistake” and “I made an 
error on tJiat” when federal pros- 
ecutor David Schindler asked 
him to explain why he listed 
incorrect figures for such things 
as the sale price of his home or 
omitted outstanding loans. 

As he had under defense ques- 
tioning last week, Symington 
asserted that he didn’t pay much 
attention to his financial state- 
ments because he was too busy 
erecting office buildings and 
shopping centers. He insists tlte 
errors weren’t intentional. 

“The financial statement was 
not the focus of my life,” he said, 
adding that he rdied on a some- 
timcs-faulty memory to compile 
the documents. 

Fifteen of litc 22 diurgcs against 
Symington occusc liim of falsifying 
financial statements he supplied 
lo lenders from 1986 to 1991. 

Symington’s trial on charges of 
bonk fraud, attempted extortion 
and perjury began its 12ch week 
Tuesday. Symington, the last 
defense witness, is expected to 


face a couple more days of prose- 
cution questioning before the 
government calls rcbunaliwit- 
nesses. 

A tentative schedule calls for 
dosing arguments to begin next 
Tuesday. 

The two-term Republican's 
freedom and political future are 
at risk. A conviction would force 
liim out of office and could lead 
to a long prison term. 

During the noon break, wUh 
jurors absent, defense attorney 
John Dowd asked Judge Roger 
Strand to declare a mistrial 
because Schindler had intro- 
duced evidence that Symington 
paid no income tax for 1986, in 
part because he deducted about 
$350,000 in interest from loans 
he did not report to lenders. 

Dowd argued tliat the informa- 
tion “poisons” the panel. 

Strand rejected Dowd’s motion 
but advised jurors to disregard 
Schindler’s reference to 
Symington’s taxes. Hoivever, two 
jurors were overheard discussing 
income tax evidence as ilicy left 
the courthouse Tue.sd.iy. 

Schindler’s cross-examination 
was generally non-confrontation- 
al, although Symington at times 
grew testy when he didn't like 
the prosecutor’s line of question- 
ing. He frequently refused to 
give a direct answer, asking 
Scliindlcr to produce a document 
to '‘refresh my memory.” 
Schindler spent much of the 
day dissecting Sj^mingion’s 1986 
and 1987 financial statements, 
which federal banking laws 
rcquirc'd him to supply quarterly 
to lenders.

“We’re doing it for elimination 
purposes," Collins said. "We 
don’t think he's responsible for 
the oiurdcrs." 

The Hillcrest murder involved 
a gay man. Cunanan was gay and 
three of his five victims were 
known to be homosexual.

Cake: 

1 (IS-ounce) box yellow cake mix 

1 sdek margarine, softened 

2 eggs 

Topping; 

1 box (16-ouncc) powdered sugar 

2 eggs 

1 (8-ounce) package cream cheese, 
softened 

Cake: Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Combine cake ingredients and mix well. 
Press into greased lO-by-13-inch cake 
pan. Prepare topping. 

Topping: Combine ingredients and 
spread mixture over cake. Bake for 50 
minutes. Cut into 2-inch squares. Makes 
20 to 24 squares.

KYGER'S SPANISH RICE 

3 tablespoons bacon drippings, or 3 
tablespoons olive oil 

1 cup uncooked rice 
1 medium onion, chopped fine 

1 garlic clove, minced 

1 1/2 cups canned tomatoes 

2 tablespooiu green pepper, minced 

1 teaspoon “coirtino" (cumin)' 

2 tablespoons carrots, minced 

1 (lO^Junce) can chicken broth 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Brown uncooked rice well in hot bacon 
drippings. Then add the remaining ingre- 
dients, cover and cook slowly until all liq- 
uid is absorbed, about 25 minutes. 

Note: The most important step in 
preparation of the redpe is the browning 
of the rice in bacon drippings or olive oil. 

Here’s a recipe for the grill, from 
Knight-Ridder/Tribune News Service. 
The whole dish contains slightly more 
than 4 grams of fat (13 percent of calo- 
rics from fat), and can be doubled or 
tripled to feed a crowd. 

A word of caution; The honey in the 
sauce can bum quickly if cooked over 
high heat. To prevent burning, cook the 
chicken over low heat or gray coals if you 
are using charcoal. If the weather doesn’t 
cooperate, you can also dip the chicken , 
in the sauce and bake it in a 350dc^cc 
oven for 25 to 30 minutes. 

HONEY MUSTARD 
GRILLED CHICKEN 
(Makes 4 servings) 

4 (Sounce) sldides^ boneless chicken 
breasts, trimmed of all visible fat 

1/3 cup Dijon-style mustard 

3 tablespoons honey 

2 tablesjxxms fat-free mayonnaise 
1 teaspoon steak sauce 

Wash the chicken breasts under cold 
running water and pat dry with paper 
towels. In a large bowl, combine the mus- 
tard, honey, fat-frcc mayonnaise and 
steak sauce. Stir well to blend. Pour half 
of the honey mustard sauce into a micro- 
wave-safe dish and set aside un^ later. 

Dip the chicken breasts into the remain- 
ing sauce and roll to coat completely. 

' CMk over low heat on a barbie grill, 
approximately 9 minutes per side, or until 
cooked through. Baste Occasionally with 
excess sauce and watch carefully to pre- 
vent the chicken from burning. When 
chicken is cooked, heat reserved sauce for 
1 to 1 1/2 minutes in a microwave oven. 
Serve on the side with the chicken.

For piecrust, combine 20 graham crack- 
ers crushed fine, 2 tablespoons powdered 
sugar and 1 stick margarine or butter 
(melted). Spread about 2G of the mixture 
in a pie pan or 9-by-9-inch cake pan. 

Spread 1 pint mushy applesauce over 
crust, and spread 1 pint whipping cream 
(or 1 pint prepared whipped topping) 
over applesauce. Sprinkle on remaining 
graham cracker topping. Refrigerate at 
least one hour before serving.

Advisor coordinates garden colors 

Timing is everything; Filer gardener enjoys blooms from early spring till frost comes

FILER - Against a magnificent back- 
drop.of the Snake River Canyon and a 
cascading waterfall, the colorful flower 
gardens of Margie and Lewis Myers 
make a picture-perfect postcard scene. 

Magic Valley garden advisor Margie 
hfyers, who assists area gardeners in plan- 
ning, planting and enjoying their flower 
gardens, has planned her own garden 
with predse timing that allows blooms 
from early spring until the frost comes. 

“I plant annuals among the perennials 
and have gotten the blooming times 
down to a sdence,” she said. “Now it’s 
knowing where to tuck in an annual to 
carry on with the colors. As soon os one 
is though, I cut it back and have others 
to take over right up to the frost" 



When the Myerses purchased their 
home, outside of Filer, there was only 
one bush out front Now, every foot of 
property has a special emphasis to 
enhance the total colorful effect 
Flowers arc layered according to 
height and blooming times along the 
150-foot canyon front 
“I figure out the colors and how to 
best intermingle them," Myers said. 

White Shasta dairies, yellow Glorosia 
daisies with daric brown centers, orange 
d:^ lilies and red summer lilies form 


edging for other blooms. Otlicr flowers 
include Shirley poppies (both reds and 
pintts), blue and maroon bachelor but- 
tons, large pink cone flowers, blue lark- 
spur, lavender cosmos and red and 
orange Gnilardia. 

TaU and dwarf marigolds bloom con- 
stantly, from spring until fall. 

When the Myers’ designer home was 
being built rocks that were on the prop- 
erty were bulldozed over the canyon 
w^. 

“We went down and brought the 
rocks back and made trails all tluou^ 
the garden,” Margie Myers said. “We 
also added pea gravel and edged all tlic 
beds with the biggest rocks.” 

From the ba^ of the flower garden, 
visitors can walk about 40 feet down a 
slope into the canyon. Then tlicrc is a 
strai^t drop of about 300 feet to the 


canyon floor. Myers has planted iris and 
peonies on tlic sloping walls. Across the 
canyon is a long, slim waterfall. 

hiyers will be publishing a cookbook 
this fall. Titled “A Smack of the 
Unusual,” the book will contain unique 
menus and redpes the author has col- 
lected and used for many years. For use 
in the tasty and unusual dishes she is 
popular for, Myers has induded in her 
flower garden many herbs that can be 
used in cooking. 

Sage sprinkled among the flowers 
gives a gray-green foliage, as do the 
lamb's ear plants that arc strategically 
placed. 

“The bumblcbcqs really like my 
place," Myers said. 

The garden has only one miniature 
rose bi^. It starts wiilt yellow blossoms 
that rum to white as the blooms mature.

Q: Hie lilac bush I planted three ycora 
ago isi’t flowering V^^t should I do? 

• A: The lilac plant, Syringa vulgaris, is 
generally undemanding. Even so, your 
question is a common one. Be patient. 
Some lilacs take years to begin bloonii* 
ing Here ore some guidelines for care:

• To encourage your plant to flower, 
make sure the growing conditions are 
appropriate. Lilacs do best in rich, wcll- 
di^^ soil that is fairly neutral in pH; 
the bed should never be soggy. They also 
need full sun. If necessary, move the 
plant to a sunnier spot in your garden. 

• Planting should be done in early 
spring or fall. Be aware, however, that 
after being moved, a lilac bush may not 
bloom right away. 

• Proper pruning is cnidal. It can be 
done while the plant is in bloom, wh<ch 
means that you can cut the flowers for 
bouquets to enjoy indoors. Or you can 
cut off the spent blooms just as die flow-, 
ers finish. The plant soon begns setting 
next year's flower buds, so to be safe, 
don't prune it at all after July 4 each 
year. At that point, and ihrouglt the fall 
and winter, pruning would reduce or 
eliminate next spring's show.

bundle, late in the season, 
with some leaves already in evi- 
dence) climbing rose this spring 
and it has problems It’s planted 
near a garage ViSil! witlt a ladder as 
support. ITie lociiion is on the west 
side, and receives full sun from 
noon on. It liad a liunirioas plant- 
ing hole wiiii amendments got lots 
of water during its settling-in 
stages and a nice two-indi byer of 
biu'k muldi sritli a Itso-indi margin 
of clear ground around the plant 
stem. I have noticed slugs on the 
pliint in early evening. I’ve done 
nothing more alxtiit the slugs than 
murdering Uinse I .see. 

Early on, the rose flourished. 
Tlien for no reason, two branchc-S 
turned brown iuid died. I applied a 
systemic pestJvide/rose food 



Glil-liN 
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according to package directions. 
Last week I wa.s rctvarded with 4 
to 5 buds on one branch. 
Yesterday that entire branch dried 
up, turned browm and gave up. 

There arc no black spots, no 
aphids, no yellowing This is pre- 
cisely the sort of mystery that 
kept me at arms' length from 
ro.scs to begin with! However, Fm 
so entranced wih the mental pic- 
ture of a luxurious rose climbing 
the ladder that I want to succeed. 
Can you help? 

—Signed, In Love. 

Dear In Love, 

Every love affair has its ups 


and downs. This is just a little set- 
back I suspea you saw coming 
from the very beginning. Several 
thing.s could have gone wrong. 
Let's sharpen up our hindsight 
and see what we can da 

First, roses arc notorious believ- 
ers in, “You get what you pay 
for.” (insider this a $4.99 gam- 
ble. In the future, you’ll know to 
pay full price for a No. 1 rose; not 
a 1 1/Z, not a 2. If you don’t buy it 
bare root from a reputable nurs- 
ery, buy it in a pot, already start- 
ed and tended by them. 

Second, tl)c old, “You can’t get 
it too hot for a rose,” is nonsense. 
The west side of a building, what 
with afternoon sun and the heat 
reflection, is cnou^ to make a 
cactus cry. 

Third, 1 have to wonder what 
kind of shape the roots were in? 
And do you know for a fact that 
they were planted correctly? You 
didn’t mention if you already 
knew how to spread out and sup- 
port the bare root structure. 


Usually, if a branch on anything 
up and dies, it’s because the root 
was dead. 

Don’t blame your misfortune 
on all roses. Try again, with a 
quality rose, in an airier location, 
with proper planting procedures.. 
Youll impress yourself. 

Dear Cathy, 

My roses seem too weak to 
bold their flowers up. What’s the 


problem? 

— Signed, Weak in the Knees. 

Dear Weak, 

Your roses have weak necks 
for two reasons. The first is usual- 
■ ly because we don’t cut back far 
enough when wc dead-head, or 
remove the spent blossoms. The 
second is that it yearns for a 
handful of cpsom salts around 
the drip line.

Bring the outidoors in with flowers

In the heat of midsummer, it’s 
not hard t(» rob die flower garden 
to decorate the indoors. Why 
leave something outside whore 
it’s too hot for you to enjoy? Bring 
the garden inside by making a 
. bouquet that ivill say summer. 

The tricky part is settling on 
the container and the height of 
your arrangement. If it’s a round 
centerpiece for the dining room, 
the finished product should be 
short enough to see over and look 
similar from all dircaions. If it’s 
a buffet-table centerpiece, make 
it big and tall enougli so that the 
flowers don’t got lost in a long 
table of food and dishes. 

The dioicc of container diaalcs 
the size of tlie arrangement. The 
flowers and foliage should rise 
above the top of the container 
about 1 to 1 1/2 times its height. A 
1-foot vase will yield an arrange- 
ment about 2 1/2 feet tall; a shorter 
container, such os a 6-inch bo^vl, 
can produce a petite arrangement 
as short os 1 foot liigli for a table 
centerpiece. A round arrangement 
' should be as wide os it is tail A tri- 
angle-shaped arrangement sliould 


be rouglily half as wide as it is tall. 

Glass marbles make an anchor 
for stems in clear glass or crystal 
bowls; green flori-st foam is good' 
for opaque containers. 

Wlien placing the flowers, first 
establish the height and rvidth of 
the arrangement with the domi- 
nant flowers. Then fill in — staying 
within the height and width you've 
already set — with smaller accent 
flowers imd stems of foliage. 

Here arc some tips: 

• Cut flowers in the early 
morning or evening. Moisture 
content is highest Uicn. 

• Select blossoms that arc about 
half open. TlicyTl fill out quickly. 

• Use a clean, sharp knife or 
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shears. Don’t use the type of 
shears that crush stems. It blocks 
uptake of water. 

• Put cut stems immediately in 
a pail of warm water. As soon as 
possible, cut the stems again 
under water to keep water flowing 
to blooms and the stems strai^t 

• Indoors, stand the flowers in 
warm water in a cool place for 
several hours. This increases the 
amount of tvatcr in the stem and 
flower. 

• When ready to arrange, cut 
the stems at an angle at the 
desired length. Strip off all 
foliage (hat would go under 
water. Add a commercial floral 
preservative to the water.

Antique cook books are full of oldies but goodies 


I have a copy of the “Buhl 
Methodist Ladies Cook Book.” 
The I'ecipes were tested by the 
women of Buhl and vicinity in 
December 1923. I bought this 
antique book at a yard sale for 
Sl. It’s falling apart and has food 
stains on the pages. I’ve always 
found that to be a good signj the 
book wiis well used. I plan to do 
some repairs to the book and add 
it to my considerable cookbook 
collection. 

I’m getting so many antique 
and unusual cookbooks I think I 
should build a shelf just for them. 
Take them out of the drawers 
they now occupy. 

Perusing the Buhl book, I see a 
Farmer’s National Bank adver- 
tisement. The Fturoers is still in 
Buhl today. The ad states their 
capital was S25.000 in 1923. I’ll 
bet it is a bit higher today. 

The Merrick Hardware and 
Furniture advertisement states 
that, "More ranges rust out than 
\vear oul The Monarch range is vit- 
reous enameled on tlie inside, mak- 
ing lliem rustproof. They are built 
to save fuel and last a lifetime.” 


Miller Scott and Implement 
Company’s phone number was 
RIS. 

A few 1923 household hints: (1) 
Tarnished silverware can be 
. brightened by -placing it in buner- 
milk overnight. (2) Cistern water 
can be purified by han^ng a bag' 
of charcoal in the water. (3) If you 
spill soot on the floor, sprinltle salt 
on it. The salt keeps the soot 
together so you can sweep it up 
easier. (4) A basin of water placed 
in the oven will Imver the tempera- 
ture. (Remember they used tsuod 
or coal fired stoves.) (5) A good 
salve for bums - equd parts of lin- 
seed oil and lime water. Shake 
tvell. In severe cases, after thor- 
ouglily applying the mixture, cover 
the bum with cotton batting. 

I wish I could include all the 
recipes in the book but I’ll give 
you a sampling.

Q: I saw some rctractsble patio 
aw^ngs that attach to the house. 
1 want It to block the rain and the 
sun’s heat on the patio, yet have 
the pado uncovered In the cool 
evenings. Arc these awnings 
effective? *T.R. 

A: A self-supporting retractable 
awning is ideal for decks and 
patios. Strong folding orms, 
attached to the house, support the 
endre awning tvith no other sup- 
ports. When it is retracted, it is 
totally hidden in a painted hood 
cover or under the ^tter against 
thewalL 



Extending the awning not only 
makes your patio more comfort- 
able and allows use in the rain, 
but it can cut your air-condition- 
ing costs. By blocking the sun's 
direct rays on tlie patio or deck 
and through the pado door, heat 
gain into your house and carpet 
fading is significantly reduced. 

A self-supporring retractable 
awning works similarly to your 
o\m arms. When it is retracted, it 
is like having your elbows bent 
and your arms folded flat against 
your chest (the house tvall). 

Retractable awnings range in 
sire from 40 feet wide with a 13- 
foot projection down to small 
window-size units. There arc 
many types of awning fabrics 
available depending on tlie color, 
durability, water-resistance, cost, 
etc. that you need. 

The two anns ore spring loaded 
at the elbows with the awning fab- 
ric rolled up on. a spool. As the 
spool is unrolled, the spring-loaded 
arms keep the fabric taut. It can 
be opened only one foot or fully 
extended. I use one made by 
Arbor at my own home to cover 
my Cretvood and motorcycle. 

All wall-mounted retractable 
awnings come with standard 



Rotractabis and butterfly awnings are perfect for deck and patio. 


Relish putting up preserves 


hand cranks to open and close 
them. Optional motorized opera- 
tors ore available to fit most 
awning manufacturers’ products. 
For unusually windy areas, Regel 
makes a quick release awning 
brace for extra support. 

For the ultimate convenience, 
Somfy makes hand-held remote 
control motorized units. For hi- 
tech buffs, they also make auto- 
matic computerized sun, rain and 
wind sensors to control when the 
aiming retracts or opens.

Few cooks put up more pre- 
serves than Jack McDavid. 

Each year, the farm-raised 
chef fills thousands of jars with 
fruit preserves, relishes and 
pickles to be served at his 
Pennsylvania restaurants — 
Jack’s Firehouse, the Down 
Home Diner, and the Smokey 
Mountain Grill. 

McDavid shared his recipes 
for Pickled Watermelon Rind 
and Zucchiru-Com Relish. 

These guidelines and the other 
recipes come from Jan Berry’s 
now “Art of Preserving” (Ten 
Speed Press): 

• Fruits and vegetables for 
processing must be in prime con- 
dition, and are best preserved 
tvithin 24 hours of harvesting. 

• Use only glass, stonctvare or 
pottery containers and stainless 
steel or enamel pots. The combi- 
nation of other materials with 
the adds in pickling may dial- 
er the food. 

. • Sterilize dean jars and lids 
by running them through a dish- 
washer hot rinse cycle, or heat 
them in an oven, upright on a 
baking tray, at 250 degrees for 
30 minutes. Touch only the out- 
side. 

• Keep jars hot to maintain a 
safe, sterile environment and 
reduce risk of hot food doma^ng 
glass. 

• Discaid any cracked or 
chipped jars, and any blemished 
lids.

Closures open up new possibilities

On the garments we create, 
closures arc often taken for 
granted. They arc functional, 
' but they can also be artistic 
• accents. 

A new book titled “Opening 
and Closing” by the Oregon 
fiber artist Lois Ericson (Eric’s 
Press, $28) inspires us to “exper- 
iment and design with individu- 
ality and style. Each garment 
you make can be unique!” Here 
■ arc some of her ideas: 

If your garment needs just one 
button, make it a spectacular 
one. Consider the relationship 
between the button and the fab- 
ric. The outer shape or texture 
of the button could echo some 
detail on the front opening of a 
jacket, for instance, or on a 
pocket, collar or cuffs. 

Use buttons in unasual ways. 
Consider combining unmatched 
buttons, or spacing them 
unevenly. 

Very large buttons, or those 
with irregular shapes, can be 
secured with a loop or cord that 
wraps around several times. 
Tliis is far better than awkward- 
ly large buttonholes. 

Another way to accommo- 


date these is to make in-scam 
or “slot" buttonholes in which 
the spaces in the front band 
scam arc left unsewn to slip 
buttons through. 

Buttonholes themselves can 
be unconventional. “Random or 
contrived stitching around the 
madiinc-workcd buttonhole cre- 
ates h background for the but- 
ton,” Ericson says. 

Or dioosc a decorative sdteh 
on your machine and simply 
embellish the rectangle and per- 
haps ilie space in between. 

Bound buttonholes can be 
made in oral, triangular or irreg- 
ular shapc.s, as long as they arc 
faced with fabric to finish the 
edges deanly. The opening for 
the button must be the proper 
size, of course. 

Tubing and cording, cither 
hand-sewn or purchased, are 
favorite closures for Ericson. 
She uses them for Cliincsc knot 
buttons, loops, frogs or trim- 
ming. She cuts bias strips in 
contrasting og,macching fabric 
for loops, but straight strips 
can also be made into simple 
ties for closures. These work 
well on some of the things she 
substitutes for buttons, for" 
example, “found objects” such 


pression, stupor, seizures and 
coma.

F ollow these tips for cooking 
meat when there’s a lot at steak

Do you poke or pierce? Do you 
flip more than once? And do you 
like it bloody red, or with a blush 
of pink, or bulletproof and 
brown? If you don't know what 
Fm talking about, you're proba- 
bly not arguing about how to 
cook a steak properly. 

“I hear people say, ‘You put it 
on, you turn it over and you cat 
it,’ but that doesn’t work for 
every cut,’’ says William Rice, 
author of “Steak Lovers 
Cookbook” (Workman, $13.95), a 
guy who admits tliat he didn't cat 
a decent steak until he was in col- 
lege. (His mother’s approach to 
steak, he ^ys, “was to buy one 
that was no more than half an 
inch thick and cook it until she 
tvas sure it was brown all the way 
through.") 

It’s true — cooking a steak is 
simple. Cooking it right, so that 
you don't dry it out or bum it or, 
leave it still mooing in the mid- 
dle, that takes a little more skill. 

Before you light up that grill, 
turn on that broiler, or preheat 
that cast-iron skillet (the pre- 
ferred pcrfcct-stcak method for 
many connoisseurs), consider 
these four important skills that 
get to the meal of the marten 
Fork vs. tongs: Many experts 
believe that turning a steak with 
a fork releases too many juices 
and that tongs are a mudi better 
idea. Just as many experts say 
that’s a bunch of hooey. 

“Those people who say, ‘Never 
turn meat with a fork' — it’s a 
mythi" sputters Merle Ellis, 
known for his syndicated news- 
paper column “The Butcher” 
and author of “The Great 
American Meat Book” (Knopf, 
$30). “Meat is not a balloon that 
burst's when you poke it. It’s mul- 
ticellular. like a sponge. Think, 
about sticking a fork into a wet 
sponge. How much water leaks 
out? Not much. You can turn 
meat with a fork.” 

Rice, though, opts for a nice 
long pair of tongs. He feels that 
jabbing meat with a fork “>viU do 
irreparable liarm.” 

“Forks, tongs, it’s not that 
important.” argues Bruce Aiddls, 
owner of AidcUs Sausage Co. and 
the author of “The Good Meat 
Cookbook” (Scribner, due out in 
November). 

Consider the grade and cut of 
meat you’re cooking, suggests 
Marlys Biclunski, who has run 
the test kitchens of the National 
Catdemen’s Beef Association for 
nearly 20 years. Select-grade 
meats that are very lean can’t 
afford to lose any of their juices 
or they’ll taste dried out. 

“That’s why, in general, we rec- 
ommend turning with tongs,” she 
says. 

Flip once? Twice? More? First 
you cook one side, then you flip it 
and cook the other, then you 
serve it, right? Wrong. Altliough 
some disagree — ^vhat a surprise 
— the consensus still seems to be: 
Turn often. 

“The more you turn it, the bet- 
ter it is for appearance and fla- 
vor," says Roger Hancock, the 
chief grill cook at Smokehouse 
Blues in (^ntrcville, Va., where 
customers can cook their own 
steaks, if they want, over a 20- 
foot-long gas grill. 

“Heat forces the juices to the 
uncooked surface of a steak,” 
Ellis explains. 

As the steak cooks, a big pud- 
dle of juices forms on the top, 
uncooked surface. When you flip 
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it to cook the other side, those 
valuable juices get dumped on 
the coals. 

^tcad Fllis recommends scor- 
ing the steak first on both sides 
over high heat. Then lower the 
heat (or move the meat to a cool- 
er part of the grill) and continue 
cooking, turning every three to 
four minutes until the meat is 
done to your liking 

“That way, just when the 
juices start to rise is when you 
turn the steak. It keeps all the 
juices in the meat," he says. 

Salt? Absolutely ycsl 
Absolutely Not Last month, meat 
maven Bruce Aidclls wanted to 
prove to a group of cooking 
teachers that sprinkling a steak 
with salt and pepper before cook- 
ing mil result in a much-better- 
tasting steak than one that is sea- 
soned afterword. 

He cut a steak in half, salted 
one half and left the other naked, 
and then cooked both at the 
International Association of 
Cooking Professionals' annual 
convention. 

“Tliey all prcfeired the prcsca- 
soned meat,” he says triumphant- 

On this point Aidclls is 
adamant: “People say don't salt a 
steak beforehand bcirausc it will 
leach out all the juices. That is a 
crock. It’s baloney.” 

He docs advise steak-lovers to 
salt and pepper the meat right 
before you cook it. 

“The brosvning reactions that 
take place on the surface of the 
meat that give meat its flavor mil 
only be helped by salt,” Aidclls 
contends. 

How do you know When it’s 
done? You have three options 
here; You can poke it with your 
finger (“the toudi test”), you can 
pierce it with an instant-read 
thermometer or you can cut into 
it with a knife. 

The idea of cutting into a steak 
to see if it’s done causes near 
apoplexy in some cooks. Cutting 
into the steak releases too many 
juices, they say — especially if 
you have to do it a couple times 
— and the steak, when it’s 
served, looks unattractive with 
all those little slits. 

Others aren’t so picky. 

“Cut into tl)c center and look. 
Only a tiny amount of juices 
comes out. What’s the big deal?" 
says John Willoughby, co-author 
with Chris Schlcsingcr of 
“License to Grill” (Morrow, 
$27.50). 

Rice, however, is a staunch 
supporter of the touch method, 
and his book includes a good 
description of what rare, medium 
rare and medium steak should 
fed like when you touch it. (Rare 
feels like the soft triangle of flesh 
between the thumb and forefin- 
ger when the hand is hanging 
limp; medium rare is how that 


same triangle feels when you 
spread your fingers and medium 
is the way it feels when you make 
a fist.). 

Rice writes that he dislikes a 
standard meat thermometer 
because it’s bulky and has to 
remain in die meat too long, and 
he feels that even the slim 
instant-read thermometers can't 
be used on-thin steaks. 

Biclunski recommends that 
consumers use a thermometer to 
test for doncncss, but she 
includes another tip: Insert it 
horizontally into the meat and 
you’ll be able to use it even on 
thin steaks. For a steak cooked 
medium rare, the internal tem- 
perature should be 145, she 
says. 

But, and this is important, all 
the beef experts agree diat meat 
continues cooking even after it is 
removed from the grill or broiler. 
The internal temperature will 
increase by about 10 degrees as 
it sits. If you're aiming for 145, 
remove the meat from the heat 
when the thermometer reads 
135. If you want it more rare or 
more well-done, adjust accord- 
ingly. 

“It’s imponant to let die meat 
rest so dial die juices can setde," 
adds Aidclls. “Once you’re fin- 
ished cooking your steak, let it sit 
for 5 minutes, then serve. Any 
longer and die meat will begin to 
cool.”

The first thing to leant about the 
cold pasta for those cool salads is that ~ 
j-ou shouldn’t choose it the way you 
choose hot pasta. Select a dried pasta 
shape that t^ill stand up to the mois- 
ture of a salad: farfallc (better known 
as bow-tic pasta), rotini, penne, 
cavatappi or .shells. Long, thin vari- 
eties su^ os spaghetti, Unguinc and 
vermicelli don't work as wt^ bcausc 
they tend to break up when stirred. 
Start the cooking as usual with a 

• large pot of boiling water. Add a 
generous amount of salt until you 
can taste it so that the cooked pasta 
— when served cold — is not blond. 
Add the pasta and cook just barely 
past al dente — about a minute — 
until the pasta is still firm but not 
tough to the bite. 

ZMn (he pasta in a colander and 
spread it aooss o sheet pan to cool 
to room temperature. Do not rinse 
it. Once cool, transfer to a bowl 
large cnou^ to assemble the salad. 
Add a little olive oil to keep the 
pasta from clumping together;

your hands or a wooden spoon. 

Next, add vinegar or dtrus juice 
to balance the flavor of the pasta 
and olive oU.

The trick is to gee the Qavor into 
the noodle, not just to add dressing 
to the pasta. We can accomplish this 
flavor enhancement by salting the 
water when cooking the pasta. We 
do not rinse the pasta so that its 
exterior starch gel stays seasoned 
and is ready to absorb the oil and 
vinegnradditions.

: A: Crying while slicing onions 

; is a problem that every cook 
experiences. When you peel or 
cut into an onion, it releases 
gaseous sulfur compounds whicli 
irritate the eyes. There is no fool- 
• proof solution, but here are sev- 
' cral'techniqucs to reduce the 
stinging and tearing; 

• My favorite trick is to light a 

■ large candle near the cutting 
; board. The flame will help bum 
; . off the sulfur compounds rdcased 

■ ■ by the onion. Or, if you have a gas 

• stove and a steady, safe place near 
it where you can place tJic cutting 
board, slice the onion there. Be 

; careful working near the flame, 

; : and don't forget to turn off the 
• ' stove as soon as you’ve finished. 

• Place the onion in the freezer 
; for 15 to 20 minutes before cut- 
; • ting it. Or store onions in refriger- 
; : aior. Cold onions release loss gas. 

• When peeling onions, hold 
them under cold running water. 
The water helps keep the fumes 
from getting to you. 

• (ihop the onion quickly. Here 
is tlic best method: Cut it in half 
from stem end to root end. Set one 

' half aside, cut side down, on your 
work surface. Cut off the stem end 
of the other half, and ped it Place 
: ' It cut side down on the cutting . 
' board and make vertical cuts 
along tlic veins of the onion, ivillt- , 
out cutting through the root end, ' 
whkli hoI& the onion together os 
your work. Make a few hori»nial 
' cuts from the cut stem and toward 
the root end. Tlicn chop across the 
. onion from the cut stem end to the 
root end, resulting in beautiful, 

; perfectly even dice. 

Q: What con I do to remove 
' ; stnhis from butcher block 

A: Wood is porous, so it docs 
stain fairly ea^y. The first thing 
to try is a pate Of kosher salt and 
: lemon juice, which acts os a mild 

• bleach. 

Sprinkle a bit of kosher salt 
onto the stain, then squeeze 
lemon juice over the salt. Work it 
in a bit, then let it sit for several 
hours or overnight. Scrub with a 
dotli or brusli and rinse. 

If the stain remains, move on to 
: household chlorine bleach. 
(When working with bleach, it’s a 

• good idea to ivear rubber ^oves 

■ and open a window for ventUa- 
.. tioa) Tiy a diluted solution first, 

: then straight bleach if necessary. 

Pour a little bleach onto the 
stain or dab it on with a saturated 
doth, and work it into the stain 
^ with a stiff brush. Leave the 
bleach on for about 10 minutes, 

• then reapply if the stain has still

SALT LAKE CITY - Tom Welch 
resigned Tuesday as chief organizer of 
the 2002 Winter Gomes, sa^g he tvont- 
ed to protect his family and the 
Olympics from the “feeding frenzy" 
over chorges he abused his wife. 

Welch acted eight days after he was 
charged with domestic violence against 
his wife, Alma Welch, during on orgu- 
ment over another woman in his life. He 
said the decision to step down was his 
alone. 

“I have concluded that the costs and 
stresses imposed upon the (Salt Lake) 
Organizing Committee, my children and 
me by the unfounded charges and alle- 
gations which have been widely repon- 
cd in the media are simply too high," 
Welch said in a five-paragraph state- 
ment he read to reporters. 

The man who spent a decade landing 
the Winter Games for Salt Lake City 
said he met Monday night with mem- 
bers of the SLOC executive committee, 
told them of his dedsion and ;vos asked 
to continue os a consultant. 

Tenns of that arrangement, and a suc- 
cessor to Welch as SLOC president and 
chief executive officer, will be discussed 
Wednesday by the executive comimtteo 
in 0 dosed sloor meeting originally called 
to consider what to do about Wddi. 

The case had shaken this dty founded 
and dominated by the Morman Church, 
whidi stresses fomily and fidelity. An 


editorial in Tuesday’s edition of The Salt 
Lake Tribune, the state's largest nctvs- 
paper, said the image of Welch, once a 
local hero, had been “severely tar- 
nished," and the church-owned Deseret 
News earlier said Welch was “not 
aligned with the standards valued by 
the Olympics and Utah."

WASHINGTON — Despite the tightest 
labor market in nearly a quarter cemunf, 
American tvorkers got only modest inacos' 
es in their wages and bcncHts in tlic spring 
05 inflation remained well contained. 

The Commerce' Department reported 
Tuesday that its employment cost index — 
which measures vrages and fringe bcncHts 
— rose just 0.6 percent in the Apriljunc 
quarter, little changed from a 0.6 percent 
inacosc in the first three months of the 
year. 

For Uic past 12 montiis, tvages and bcnc> 
Htsliave ilSSh 18 percent, a bit less than 
the 19 percent inacosc for the 12 months 
ending in June 1996. 

Wliilo smaller pay increases don't make 
workers happy, economists see them as 
pan of a virtuous cycle that is helping pro- 
long the current recovery, already the 
third longest in U.S. history. 

Subdued wage pressures have kept 
inflation at bay and allowed the Federal 
Reserve to tolerate much faster economic 
growth rather than stepping in to cool 
• things off widi interest rate increases. 

“liiis is the heart of the *ne>v economy* 
argument that a very strong economy can 
coexist with low inflation and low interest 
rates," said Mark 2fandi, senior economist 
at Regional Financial A^odaies. 

A variety of reasons have been offered 
for the ab^ce of wage pressures — from 
global competition to worker anxiety 
because of corporate layoffs. 

Many economists beheve tliat labor mar-

rently without eventutUly boosting wage 
pressures, and they note scattered signs 
that companies are already paying Iiiglier 
wages to fill skiUed posidons. 


“At this point tliere are no signs of accel- 
erating wage and benefit costs. But with 
job markets as good os they arc and 
demand for labor so strong, eventually we 
will see an acceleration," said Nicholas 
Pema, chief economist at Fleet Financial 
Group in Hartford, Conn. “But right now 
we ore die envy of the world. Where else 
' can you find good growth, low inflation 
and a lulonced budget." 

Financial markets, which had been 
boosted Monday on expectations of a 
deal between President Clinton and 
Congress to balance the budget, pushed 
higher on Tuesday. In afternoon trading, 
the Dow Jones indu.strial average was up 
36 points. 

Vice Chairman Alice Rivlin expressed 
doubt that the balanced budget deal would 
have a major impact on financial nuirkcLs 
given the fan that the federal deficit has 
already been trimmed signiC^dy. 

In a separate report Tuesday, the 
Conference Board reported that consumer 
confidence fell in July to 126.5 from a June 
reading of 129.9. Analysts, however, dis- 
counted the small dip, saying consumer 
confidence remains near a 28-year high 
and with unemployment low, consumer 
spending is not likely to falter. 

The second quarter increase in total 
compensation costs included a 0.8 percent 
rise in wages and salaries tliat compared 
with a 0.9 percent rise in the January- 
Mardi quarter. 

Benefit costs rose by 0.6 percent in the 
second quarter following a b.arely percepti- 
ble 0.1 percent rise in tlie first quarter.

Only 38 Idaho farmers completed liie 
diversion process by the original dead- 
line. About 80 more have applied, Imt 
have not completed shipments of .spuds 
to feeders. 

Under tlic diversion extension, fanners 
originally approved from May 29 to July 
11, may reapply through Aug. 27. 
Growers approved from July 14 through 
July 28 have a new deadline of Aug. 13. 
Those approved from July 29 through 
Aug. 27 have until Aug. 27 to diven liieir 
crop.

Problem: Drill sergeants and 
other military personnel have 
been accused and convicted of 
sexually harassing women dur* 
ing basic training. 

■ Solution: Segregate women 
and men during basic train- 
ing. 

Billed as “not a women’s 
rights" issue, the suggestion is 
popular among many men in 
the Pentagon and in Congress 
— particularly Rep. Roscoc G. 
Bartlett, R-Md., a sponsor of a 
bill to separate women 2nd men 
during basic training and allow 
training only by same-sex 
instructors. 

The bill does not apply to the 
Marine Corps because it 
already has segregated basic 
training. 

This may sound like a simple 
solution on the surface. 

But not to me. 

Separate has always meant 
unequal, os women and African- 
Americans can testify. The pro- 
posal also is suspect to me 
because it comes from the same 
folks who brought us Tailhook, 
Aberdeen Proving Ground and 
the suspension of top-ranking 
men, from sergeant majors to 
admirals and generals, for 
“improper relationships." 

This same Pentagon piously

is reviewing all policies gov- 
erning the “interaction” of 
women and men in the Armed 
Forces. 

The basic belief underlying 
“separate but equal” is that 
hormones rage so strongly in 
the military that the only way to 
control them is to keep the 
sexes apart during basic train- 
ing. After that, it’s OK, because 
by that time their libidos will be 
under control. 

In no way docs this address 
the problem of powerful men 
hitting on powerless recruits. 

Instead of rigorously train- 
ing all troops not to harass, not 
to rape,uot to break any mili- 
tary rules whatsoever, the pro- 
posal is to put the women in 
purdah. 

There’s nothing basic about 
training when half the popula- 
tion isn’t allowed to be present. 
Perhaps . Bartlett, the Marine 
Corps and even the fellas at the 
Pentagon would feel a little 
more comfortable about the 
sexes training together if the 
women wore chadors. 


A chador, according to the 
Random House dictionary, is 
“a garment consisting of a long, 
usually black or drab colored 
cloth or veil that envelops the 
body from head to foot and 
covers all or part of tiie face.” 

If female re- 
cruits wore cha- 
dors, their mobil- 
ity, of course, 
would be severe- 
ly limited, and 
then the Penta- 
gon could get rid 
of women in the 

military wiili the 

accusation tliat they weren’t phys- 
ically able. 

The humiliation inflicted on 
recruits by hypotiietical dress 
codes or by dc facto segregation 
actually docs reek of a ploy to 
create, once again, an all-male 
military. 

I think we used to call that 
discrimination. Another exam- 
ple of how such subtlety works 
was apparent in the case of the 
female Little League catcher 
whom an umpire disqualified 
because she wasn’t wearing 
the protective cup boys wear 
— an effective way of telling 
her she didn’t belong and 
never would. 

She objected as strenuously

Here’s how three jobs might 
be affected: 

• Female attorneys would be 
allowed to represent only 
female clients. They also would 
have to wear long robes and 
wigs and sit in the back of 
offices and courtrooms. By posi- 
tioning them so far back, no one 
will be able to hear their com- 
plaints of not being made part- 
ner or given the same opportu- 
nities as men. 

• Female television anchors 
would not he permitted to co. 
anchor with men. They also 


would not be allowed to co- 
anchor with otlier women (too 
many women). There would he 
no specific dress code for 
female anchors because there 
wouldn’t be any of them. 

• Female human resource 
professionals would be allowed 
only to recniit female job appli- 
cants. They would iiave to veil 
their faces. This might make it 
hard to speak to job applicants, 
hut since the new segregation 
laws would drastically reduce 
ilie number of women workers, 
it wouldn’t be much of a prob- 
lem. 

Or, in these private sector 
mixed-sex situations, instead of 
women wearing ciiadors and 
veils, perhaps men could wear 
confining coats of mail, a 
Middle Ages garb described as 
“an armored coat made of cliain 
mail.” 

And this leads me hack to the 
original problem of stopping, 
once and for all, sexual harass- 
ment by male drill personnel of 
female recniits. 

Solution: Make the males 
wear cups.
